DISTRICT COURT SITTINGS 
At the District Court Sittings held 
here on the 19th inst., by His Honor 
Judge Lees, two appeals from magis- 
trates’ convictions previously regis- 


» -tered-.against. ~William..Ansogar, .of 


Leduc, were dismissed with costs. 
The first appeal was from a convic- 

tion made by Police Magistrate Wiil- 

liams of Leduc, that accused had on 


‘his premises north-east of Leduc, il- 


licit liquor contrary to the Alberta 
Liquor Act. After hearing the evi- 
dence His Honor affirmed the convic- 
tion which calls upon Ansogar to pay 
$300 and costs, or in default to serve 
three months in the Porvincial Gaol 
at Fort Saskatchewan. Alex. Knox 
appealed for the appellant and J. W. 
McClung of the Attorney General’s 
Department, for the Crown. 
' “His Honor then heard appeal from 


_the conviction made against the ac- 


cused by Police Magistrate McLeod 
of Edmonton, the charge being that 
the accused had in his possession 
parts of a still suitablé for the manv- 
facture of spirits, contrary to ‘the 
provisions of the Dominion Excise 
Act. After a re-hearing of the evi-

THE FARMER AND THE EXPERTS 


To the Editor: 
Dear Sir: 

The Federal Minister of jee 
ture has proposed a conference of ag- 
ricultural officials for the purpose of 
discussing agricultural problems. 

Some Western papers have protest- 


ed. They have asserted that these}. 


meetings are mere official joy rides. 
That may be open to question. Much 
effective work is done by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the time has 
now arrived when this work may be 
put to a practical test and something 
evolved of real benefit. to western ag- 
riculture.: 

There are able men in the Federal 
Department of Agriculture. They 
have the guidance of past experiment- 
al work. They have their scientific 
studies to help them. The Federal 
Government can prove the worth of 
this work by demonstrating, at this 
time, that farming in Western Cana- 
da can be made to pay. Why not in 
each Province buy three or four 
farms, operate them with all the 
scientific knowledge at the command 
of the Department and make them 
pay. The farms can be of the size, 
which experience has shown to be 
best adapted to profitable operations. 
They can be operated not as experi- 
mental stations, but purely as farms. 
The Government department, under- 
taking this work, would duplicate, as 
far ag possible, the actual position 
of, a western farmer. The manager of 


the farm would be asked to'make’the| 


farm pay. It would have to pay in 
the same way as a commercial or 
manufacturing proposition pays. It 
would have to pay operating expen- 
ses, wages of the help, interest upon 
capital invested, depreciation, re- 
Pairs and dividends to the owner. 
We have never had’ a demonstration 
of that kind—it ought to be done. 

If this were done, ‘we would then 
duave an actual demonstration, made 
by competent men, showing exactly 
what can be done on a farm on the 
prairie under present conditions. Our 
different experimental farms are not 
worked upon this basis. They have 
large expenditures not relating to or- 
dinary agriculture. They must be 
maintained, to a certain extent, as 
show places. A great deal of work 
must be done which is not required 
on the ordinary farm. Then there is a 
large amount of experimental work, 
costly in its nature but of great value 
to the community as a whole; but 
farms such as I suggest would elimin- 
ate all these features. They would be 
essentially practical farms, operated 
for the purpose of demonstrating the 
best methods and showing what can 
be done by these methods in a prac- 
tical way.
